It  is  drawn  up  according  to 
the  directions  of  the  Ministry  of  Healtli  and  includes  the  Report  of 
the  Public  Health  Inspector.

Once  again  there  has  been  an  increase  in  the  population  of 
roughly  one  thousand  during  the  year,  from  18,260  in  1956,  to  19,220 
in  1957.  The  estimated  population  for  the  four  previous  years

As  might  be  expected  in  a district  where  a new  town  is  being 
built,  and  the  incoming  population  is  composed  mainly  of  young 
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people,  the  birth  rate  was  considerably  higher  than  the  birth  rate 
either  for  the  County  as  a whole  or  for  England  and  Wales,  as  will 
be  seen  from  the  tables  which  follow 

The  comparability  factor  f<  ■ births  given  by  the  Registrar 
General  and  used  in  the  calculations  was  O' 82. 

The  crude  death  rate  was  below  that  for  the  County  generally 
and  for  the  Country  at  large,  but  the  adjusted  death  rate,  using  the 
given  comparability  factor  of  1 39  was  above  the  figures  of  Mon- 
mouthshire, and  of  England  and  Wales. 

There  was  no  maternal  mortality,  and  the  infant  mortality 
was  low,  but  the  stillbirth  rate  was  high.  If  the  infant  mortality 
and  stillbirth  rates  are  taken  together,  the  wastage  is  found  to  be  not 
so  great  as  in  either  Monmouthshire,  or  England  and  Wales. 

As  is  usual,  most  deaths  were  due  to  diseases  of  the  heart 
and  blood  vessels,  with  cancer  coming  next,  but  a long  way  behind. 
Three  deaths  were  due  to  cancer  of  the  lungs,  all  males,  and  no 
death  was  caused  by  leukaemia. 

The  Development  Corporation  continued  building  in  the 
Town  Centre,  but  most  of  their  activities  in  this  year  were  outside 
the  Cwmbran  Urban  District  in  Crcesyceiliog  and  Llan-yr-Afon. 

The  new  Infants  and  Junior  School  at  Oakfield  was  com- 
pleted early  in  the  year  so  that  the  school  population  was  at  last 
accommodated  in  school  buildings  instead  of  in  various  halls  and 
rooms  scattered  over  the  district.

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GENERAL  PROVISIONS  OF  THE  HEALTH 
SERVICES  FOR  THE  AREA. 

Public  Health  Officers.  The  Staff  consisted  of : — 

(a)  The  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  who  is  also  Medical

Committees 

The  Committees  concerned  with  Public  Health  matters  are  : — 

(a)  The  Public  Health  Committee,  and, 

(b)  The  Waterworks  Committee 

Each  of  these  Committees  is  composed  of  all  the  members  of 
the  Council  sitting  under  its  own  Chairman.  Between  them,  they 
deal  with  all  matters  of  public  health  with  the  exception  of  housing, 
which  is  dealt  with  by  the  Council  direct. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

(i)  The  Water  Supply  is  gathered  from  mountain  streams  and 
springs  into  your  own  reservoir  at  Blaen  Bran  augmented  by  bulk 
supplies  from  Newport  Corporation.  Both  supplies  are  filtered, 
chemically  treated  and  chlorinated  before  distribution,  and  on 
bacteriological  examination  have  been  found  to  be  satisfactory. 
The  Council  is  now  dependant  on  the  bulk  water  supplies  from 
Newport  Corporation  for  over  half  its  total  water  supply. 

All  houses  within  the  built-up  area  are  provided  with  a piped 
water  supply,  but  there  still  remain  isolated  houses  in  the  rural  parts 
of  the  area  which  derive  their  water  supply  from  wells,  etc.  Samples 
have  been  taken  and  subjected  to  bacteriological  examination. 

During  the  year  an  adequate  water  supply  was  maintained 
for  the  whole  district  and  it  was  not  necessary  to  bring  into  force 
any  curtailment  of  supplies.  Extensive  use  was  made  of  the  Grange 
Road  Emergency  Pumping  Supply,  but  it  was  not  found  necessary 
to  use  the  Cwmbran  Colliery  Adit  Supply. 

The  extensions  to  the  Filter  House,  Upper  Cwmbran,  and  the 
construction  of  the  1£  million  gallon  Service  Reservoir  at  the  Tram 
Road,  Upper  Cwmbran,  were  completed  during  the  year  and  the 
additional  filter  and  storage  capacity  have  made  possible  a fuller  use 
of  the  Blaen  Bran  Supply.  Work  commenced  in  June  1957  on  the 
construction  of  the  Grange  Road  Waterworks  Pumping  Station. 
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This  station  will  enable  water  from  the  Newport  Bulk  Supply  to  be 
pumped  to  the  new  1£  million  gallon  Service  Reservoir  and  thence 
distributed  to  all  parts  of  the  District. 

(ii)  Drainage  and  Sewerage.  Schemes  are  in  course  of  preparation 
for  the  sewering  of  The  Square,  Upper  Cwmbran,  and  also  for  the 
provision  of  a new  relief  sewer  to  alleviate  flooding  in  the  vicinity  of 
*'  The  Meads,”  Newport  Road,  Llantarnam. 

(iii)  Rivers  and  Streams  The  Afon  Llwyd  remains  very  heavily 
polluted  by  industrial  and  trade  wastes  and  detracts  considerably 
from  the  amenities  of  the  District. 

(iv)  Refuse  Collection  The  Council  carry  out  the  collection  of 
house  and  trade  refuse  by  direct  labour,  using  modern  covered 
specially  designed  vehicles.  Disposal  during  the  year  was  carried 
out  by  means  of  controlled  tipping  in  the  derelict  clay  holes  at 
Llantarnam  Road,  Cwmbran.  Tip  attendants  are  employed  in 
spreading  and  covering  each  day’s  collection  with  surplus  soil,  slag 
and  ashes.  Germicidal  tip  dressings  are  used  extensively. 

Smoke  Abatement 

One  complaint  of  a smoke  nuisance  was  received  and  was 
being  investigated  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Rodent  Control 

The  Council  employ  a full  time  rodent  operator  for  the  pur- 
pose of  carrying  out  the  duties  of  the  Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests 
Act,  1949.  Two  sewer  treatments  were  carried  out  during  the  year, 
in  February  and  September.

Vaccination  and  Immunisation 

These  services  are  provided  by  the  County  Council  at  the 
Infant  Welfare  Clinics  and  also  by  the  General  Practitioners  in  the 
area.  During  the  year  the  combined  prophylaxis  for  diphtheria  and 
whooping  cough  was  changed  to  the  use  of  separate  agents  for  the 
prevention  of  these  diseases.  Prophylactic  treatment  for  polio- 
myelitis was  given  to  children  in  the  appropriate  age  groups 

306  children  completed  the  diphtheria  immunisation  course, 
303  being  under  5 years  of  age,  and  3 being  5-14  years;  15  children 
in  addition  received  boosting  doses. 

256  people  were  vaccinated  against  smallpox,  235  being  child- 
ren under  15  years  of  age;  42  others  were  re-vaccinated,  30  of  these 
being  over  15  years  of  age.

The  Council’s  housing  programme  provided  31  new  houses 
during  the  year  under  review.  This  is  considerably  less  than  last 
year  due  to  the  completion  of  the  non-traditional  Easi-form  contracts 
in  that  year;  also  there  was  a substantial  number  of  brick  dwellings 
in  an  advanced  state  of  construction  at  the  end  of  the  year.  All  the 
dwellings  provided  were  of  the  traditional  two  bedroomed  two  storey 
type,  mainly  built  on  the  Court  Farm  Estate  to  accommodate  families 
who  formerly  occupied  the  asbestos  cement  huts  built  during  the 
war  and  which  have  now  been  condemned.  The  provision  of 
accommodation  for  the  re-housing  of  persons  on  the  Court  Farm 
Estate  to  enable  the  remaining  huts  to  be  demolished  has  absorbed 
almost  the  whole  of  the  house  building  resources  during  the  year. 

The  only  exception  to  tnis  was  the  scheme  for  building  Old 
Age  Pensioners  bungalows  with  Warden’s  House  and  Community 
Lounge  at  Two  Locks  Estate.  This  scheme  was  nearly  completed 
by  the  end  of  the  year  and  was  the  first  of  its  kind  to  be  built  in 
the  country.  It  provides  for  10  self-contained  bungalows  for  Old 
Age  Pensioners  together  with  a Warden's  House  and  a Common 
Room  to  be  furnished  and  equipped  to  provide  a meeting  place  for 
social  occasions.  The  duties  of  the  Warden  are  to  assist  the  Old 
Age  Pensioners  in  time  of  need  and  to  provide  a background  of 
concern  and  helpful  service  in  normal  times,  together  with  the  runn- 
ing and  cleaning  of  the  Communal  Rooms.  The  scheme  is  aimed 
at  providing  homes  for  old  people  which  avoid  an  institutional 
atmosphere  on  the  one  hand  and  yet  provide  some  care  and  help 
which  is  not  normally  arranged  for  in  old  peoples  dwellings  provided 
by  housing  authorities  generally.  The  Old  Age  Pensioner  still  re- 
tains his  independence  and  appreciates  the  fact  that  he  still  retains 
his  own  home,  and  the  key  to  the  door. 
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A contract  was  let  during  the  year  for  the  construction  of 
21  - two  bedroomed  non-truditional  Reema  houses  on  the  Maendy 
Site,  together  with  7 - three  bedroomed  four  person  houses  of  the 
same  type.  This  form  of  construction  is  new  to  this  area,  its  ex- 
ternal walls  consisting  of  large  pre-cast  concrete  panels  which  are 
factory  made  and  transported  to  the  site. 

Plans  for  the  construction  of  31  - two  bedroomed  traditional 
houses  and  12  - single  bedroomed  flats  at  Lightwood  Site,  Oakfield 
Park,  (for  young  married  couples),  were  approved  during  the  year. 
The  constructional  work  for  the  culverting  of  the  Cwmnant  Brook 
and  the  construction  of  the  roads  has  been  approved  and  is  now 
under  way. 

In  order  to  accommodate  small  families  occupying  huts  at 
Court  Farm  Estate,  the  Council  approved  a scheme  for  building  18 
single  bedroomed  flats  on  this  Estate.  This  together  with  the  40  - 
three  bedroomed  houses  now  under  construction  forms  the  second 
stage  in  the  re-development  of  this  site.  A third  and  last  stage  is 
now  being  planned  to  complete  the  reconstruction  scheme.  An 
effort  has  been  made  to  improve  the  layout  of  this  Estate  and  to 
provide  amenities  equal  to  any  in  the  district,  whilst  retaining  to  a 
large  extent  the  existing  roads  and  sewers.  As  on  other  Estates  a 
high  standard  of  external  appearance  has  been  adhered  to  and  the 
large  public  greens  and  judicious  tree  planting  will  add  to  the 
amenities  of  the  site.
